Senate Upholds Marunda’s

Veto on Weight Room Funds

Student Senators voted Aug. 24 not to over- 
ride a veto that allocated $10,000 to campus 
recreation. 

Student President/Regent Will Marunda 
said, “! vetoed it because after further exami- 
nation, | learned that the physical renovation 
was complete and campus recreation only 
needed the funds for the purchase or rental of 
exercise equipment and amenities for the 
weight room.” 

Many of the senators allocated the funds 
with the understanding that the money was 
needed to help pay for a new weight room in 
the Health, Physical Education and Recreation 
building. 

“It (weight room) is going to open this week 
and they have plenty of money,” said 
Freshman Senator Angelo Zeno. 

However, some funds are needed in order 
for the weight room to be equipped. Marunda 
added, “$5,000 would be a sufficient amount 
to help campus recreation do what it needs to 
do.” 


Business Administration Senator Ryan 
Grillo disagreed, “$5,000 can get us some 
equipment, but what about $10,000? | bet you 
that can get us some real nice equipment.” 

Senators continued to debate the necessity 
of $10,000 for equipment. 

Grillo said, “this money is not ours, it's the 
students. Let’s give something back.” 

Information Science and Technology 
Senator Aaron Becker said, “this money may 
not be ours, but we are responsible for it. 
There are plenty of other projects this money 
can go to.” 

The majority of senators agreed. Thirtaen 
votes were needed in order to override the 
veto and only five senators voted in favor of 
overriding. Fourteen senators voted against 
overriding and one abstained. The weight 
room allocation will go back to committee. 

“lam very pleased that Student Senate did- 
n't override my veto,” Marunda said. “It’s going 
to give us a second chance to look at this pro- 
posal and to find an amount that wili help cam- 
pus recreation and not hinder the effort of 
Student Government in the near future.”

The Student Organizations and Leadership Development office will now be 
called the Siudent Organizations and Leadership Program office. Vice Chancellor 
of Student Affairs Mary Mudd said this change was instituted in July out of sensi- 
tivity to UNO's African-American community and to better describe the clepart- 
ment's mission. 

Mudd followed up on discussion that Chancellor Nancy Belck had been made 
aware of conceming negative connotation of the abbreviation S.O.L.D. in the UNO 
African-American community. 

The abbreviation was said to have a slavery context. 

“Students mostly of color had expressed their opinions, and the issue continued 
to come up,” Mudd said. 

Mudd said that she worked with Multicultural Affairs to devise a name that every- 
one could fee! comfortable with. 

“The programs are there to help,” Mudd said. “You have to be sensitive.” 

The Student Organization and Leadership Program office works with organiza- 


_tions on campus in event planning, management, publicity, evaluations, idea gen- 


eration and fundraising ideas. The office offers resources, such as books, papers, 
instruments and videotapes available with a UNO student ID to assist student lead- 
ers. 

Diversity programs designed by the office, such as cultural awareness pro- 
grams, encourage the awareness of Latino, African-American, Native-American 
and Asian-American issues and heritage. 

Student Activities Adviser Barb Treadway said the name change will give a bet- 
ter depiction of the Student Organizations and Leadership Program's goal. 

“its more encompassing of what we're all about,” Treadway said. “Leadership 
is such a broad term; programs is more fitting of our office because that’s what we 
do more of." 

Assistant Director of the Milo Bail Student Center Jim Welch agreed that the 
new title will give students a better understanding of the office. 

‘We thought it does a better job of describing what we do,” Welch said. ‘For 
instance it is along the same lines as the Audio Visual Club now being called the 
Multimedia Technology Center.” ; 

The cost to change signs, pamphlets and stationary that bear the old title will no! 
be expensive. : 

“The cost is negligible,” Welch said. 

Mudd agreed with Welch that cosis would be minimal. 

“Mostly fliers are distributed so that will need to be changed,” Mudd said. 

Besides working with student organizations, Treadway emphasized the office's 
outreach program. She and her team of advisers work with students to give pub- 
licity to organizations. This includes one-on-one communications with students. 

“4 do quite a bit of outreaching by walking through the food court,” Treadway 
said.

The 
Scott Residence Hall dorms, located on 
the south campus, break those miscon- 
ceptions of university housing. 

The suites are four people to every 
lodge, and each individual has his or her 
own room. The students do not have to 
worry about beds or desks because they 
are provided. Each student has his or her 
own storage locker for any extra belong- 
ings. The suites also have a living room 
area already furnished, with cable access 
and all utilities paid. Students enjoy their 
living quarters.

Hall is a Walter Scott Scholar recipient, 
awarded for her interest in engineering. 

Unlike University Village, the Scott res- 
idence suites do not have fully equipped 
kitchens. However, each lodge contains 
mini-kitchenettes, which include a pantry 
for food storage, microwaves and a refrig- 
erator. Each of the four floors has kitch- 
enettes with an oven, stove, dishwasher, 
and sink in them. 

Lounges are also located each floor 
with a DVD player, VCR, big-screen TV

trash rooms with cleaning products for 
students. Vacuums can be checked out, 
but the students have a cleaning service 
which tidies up the suites. Other features 
are the exercise room, study room and 
conference room. 

Many students enjoy the cafeteria food 
on the first floor. Students are allowed to 
request preparation on certain meals. 

“Dorm food is nice here because they 
really cater to the students needs,” fresh- 
man Andrew Gacek said. 

Unfortunately, the students aren't 
located as close to campus as the UV, but 
parking is not a worry for them. Many stu- 
dents ride the shuttle to campus because 
of its convenience. 

“It’s nice not having to worry about get- 
ting on campus early for a parking place,” 
junior Niki Thomas, journalism major, 
said. 

Aside from a student ID, the students 
are required to carry a key card pass that 
can be scanned in order to enter the build- 
ing or parking lot. Information on the ID 
contains student’s photograph and room 
assignment. 

“The key card for the parking lot is con- 
venient because we will always have a 
spot reserved for us,” Gacek said. 

Scott Residence Hall also has a recre- 
ation room for students to play pool, foot- 
ball or watch TV.
